Mining Institute, Mr. Henry Johnson, gives 
tho following account of the recent experi- 
ments with the nt w explosive compound at 
Sandwell Park, England.

The powder was ,vhe most powerful blast- 


ing compound known, and was; safer than 
all oihers. -\ keg of it might be thrown 
from any height, or placed on a fire without 
fear of explosion, because tho compound 
would only explode by means of a percus- 
sion cap. It had a greater effect upon blocks 
of cast or wrought iron than it hail upon 
rocks; in fact, the harder the material the 
better the dynamite did its work. It had 
great advantages, too, 011 the score of econ- 
omy.
